Sacramento, Oct. 24.—W. E. Town- 
send, who said he formerly was the 
“right hand man” of William D. Hay- 
wood, head of the Industrial Workers 
of the World, testified at the trial of 
ten self-admitted I. W. W. here today 
that he and éther members of the or- 
ganization conspired to send poisoned 


canned goods to the American sold- 
iers in France during the. world.war. 
Townsend, who was eurprise ‘wit- 


ness for. the prosecution ‘agaihat:.the. 


ten men charged with violation of the 
state criminal syndicalism law, testi- 
fied that in one of the big packing 
houses in Chicago 300 or 400 Indus- 
trial Workers were at work during 
the war, and that part of thrir task 
was to test canned goods before ship- 
ment, Instead of ccndemning ‘the 
cans, he said, the Industrial Workers 
would let them pass. 

“We wanted to cripple the packers 
and also we were opposed to the war,” 
Townsend testifigd. “We ysed to-say, 
‘Let them poison Uncle Sam’s damned 
gunners.” 


Ruin Contents...» : 


Further to ruin the food§ontained in 
the cans, Townsend said, the workers 
drove in the nails on the boxes 60 
they would pierce the can, and some- 
times nails were driven through the 
boxes at places where they were not 
needed, but merely to ruin the con- 
tents. 

Townsend testified that under the 
direction of Haywood, who, now is in 
Russia, he joined the various fighting 
branches of the military services with 
the purpose of spreading the I. W. W. 


in 1920 he was a member of the Mar- 
ines, stationed at Mare Island. 


At Mare Island 


Regarding his being stationed, at 
Mare Iscland, Townsend said:

‘Phe- supporters of the act urge as their 
prithe ‘argumént that the bill will reduce 
danger from ‘fires by prohibiting the use of 
any ‘but “approved” fire resisting roofing, 
but it fails to set any standards as to what 
constitutes rdéistive rodfing. ‘The word ‘‘ap- 
proved,’*thowever, is defined as anything that 
nietts thé approval of local building officials. 

Suppose, for> example, that an owner’ de- 
sires to us¢ a certain brand of roofing—one 
that is ‘nationally known and tested as to its 
fire résistive qualities (there aré fire résistive 
tests and standards and building experts are 
familiar with them. Nevertheless, he may not 
‘be permitted to use such roofing if the local 
building inspector, for some reason of his 
own, does not ‘‘approye’’ it. 

‘As the word ‘‘approve’’ occurs in various 
places ‘throughout the act in connection with 
a description of wWarious materials of con- 
struction, it is apparent that the author de- 
sires’ to give the widest possible discretionary 
powers to the various mincipal building offi- 
tials; Such loose provisions violate’ the vety 
fundamerttals of building code provisions. leav- 
ing the door open to all sorts of irregularities 
in ‘law enforcemet.: 

Supporters of the act say that if a building 
official ‘‘approves” of gasoline as a fire‘ re- 
sistive liquid, it may be used on shingle roofs 
to make the roof comply with the provisions 
of the act. Therefore, they claim, the att 
does not prohibit singles. At the same time, 
and in almost the sam breath they quote 
data to prove that most fires originate from 
shinglé roofs, thereby demonstrating that the 
act is advanced legislation because it removes 
this menace. ’ 

As a matter of ‘fact there is no authentic 
‘data a@ilable as ‘te-the> general origin of 
fires: Building experts, however, do know that 
it is ndt the nature’ of the ordinary materials 
80 nitich as the martier in which they are 
used that causes conflagrations. For exam- 
ple, a wooden tenement house, if well-built, 
may be much less of a fire‘ menaee than one 
of brick: with unfireproofed steel posts and 
girders. Unfireproofed -structural steer is ‘a 
most dangerous material to tse .
